It is the new Early Learning Center that begari 
construction Jan. 7 at the Waukegan Public 1 
Library, 128 N. County St. 

"There is currently nothing like this in 
Waukegan," said Richard Lee, executive director of 
the library. ' ■ 

The center will be geared toward children up to 
7 years old. The idea behind the center is to expose 
the children to preschool learning materials and 
concepts. '. * ~ ■< 

"We saw test scores from the recent United Way 
[Kindergarten Readiness Assessment] program 
and they were shocking to us; that made it clear to 
us that this is what we needed to do," said Elizabeth 
Stearns, assistant director of community services.! 

The library is partnering with Waukegan" 
School District 60 to' make sure that educational . 
standards- are met. And the district will share itg 
curriculum with the learning center, 

"If a child is enrolled in preschool then the edu- 
cation will be reinforced here," Stearns said. "If 
the child is not in preschool then the exposure will 
be similar to the one in preschool." 

Stearns said children who are not ready for 
kindergarten when they are enrolled are already 
behind and catching up is very hard. 

"The board and I believe that getting kids ready 
for school is important and if we help them they 
can become more productive citizens," said Lee. 

The center is scheduled to open its doors In 
September 2008. ' ■ 

All the areas are planned to be designed to meet 
Illinois and federal guidelines for educational stan- 
dards. ,...-., - ' 

Stearns said the center also will provide a bilin- 
gual approach to all the pre-literacy skills the chil- 
dren need. ■■'■..; 

Funding for the center will come from a combi- 
nation of public and private funds with only a min- 
imum of tax dollars spent. 

"Many people and' companies have already 
begun to donate," Lee said. . .

A few years ago, Jerry, of 
Antioch, began working on de- 
tails for a movie he wanted to 
make.

"For me, I've never been in- 
volved in movies at all," Jerry 
said.

Jerry and Woodell went to 
work on the 'film, taking 
Jerry's ideas and turning 
them into a screenplay.

"It's cool to go back to the 
people who doubted me," he 
said. "My wife calls me a big 
dreamer. I always shoot for 
the moon, and if I hit a star, I

Residents, village get connected 

Gurnee Village Board approves use of new emergency service

GURNEE - Picture how much easier life 
might be if you knew there was a dangerous 
traffic situation in your area before you left 
■ home. Or how much better your day might be 
if you found out a water main broke at your 
child's school before you drove there. 

If you are a Gurnee resident or business 
owner, you can now get that information deliv- 
ered to you in a matter of minutes, 

Early last month, the Village Board ap- 
proved a new service called Connect CTY. The 
service consists of a large database of phone 
numbers that are called if there is an emer- 
gency and information needs to be dispersed. 

"This is a very efficient piece of technology 
' for us," said Kristina Kovarik, Gurnee Village 
Board President. "If a child goes missing, or 
there are significant road closures in the area, 
thousands of phone calls will be made within 
20 minutes." 

Kovarik said this ts a very helpful service 
because, when emergencies happen, it is ex- 
pensive to make the information known to 
residents when officials are on foot going door 
to door. 

The service was tested for the first time 
Dec. 21. Residents who did not receive a phone 
call are not in the database. 

Gurnee residents who want to be added to 
the database or add a second phone number 
can do so by picking up a form at Village Hall, 
325 N. O'Plaine Road. Another way to register 
is by going to www.gurnee.il.us and clicking 
on the Connect CTY icon. 

■ Pat Muetz, assistant to the village adminis- 
trator, said there are about 12,000 numbers in

The system can warn people about various emer- 
gencies, including road conditions, missing chil- 
dren and severe weather warnings and updates. 

Gurnee Village Board President Kristina |<ovarik said 
the system is not meant to replace other existing 
warning systems, but to supplement them, 

"This would not not be used in case of a tornado; 
the siren would still go off in that case," she said, But 
afterward, [Connect CTY] would be used to inform 
residents of what steps to take."

"But that number increases consistently 
because every day more people sign up either . 
through our Web site or they fill out the hard 
copy," he said. 

According, to the village's Web site, per- 
sonal information and phone numbers in this 
village-to-resident system can only be ac- 
cessed by authorized officials. 

When an emergency occurs, officials 
record a voice message that is then delivered 
to phone numbers in the notification data- 
base. 

The system has been used once since the 
test date and, Muetz said, the results were sat- 
isfactory 

"The day after Christmas, the service was 
used internally," he said, "The heat was not 
working in the building we were having a 
meeting at and because everyone was notified, 
most people dressed, warm and were pre- 
pared." .

YWCA offers financial advisement for women in need

WAUKEGAN - In a world where money talks, if 
you don't know the language, you can get left be- 
hind. It's essential to know how to handle your fi- 
nances and where to go to find the information you 
need. 

Lor i- Deere, the YWCA Lake County's coordina- 
tor for Women's Economic Advancement, said 
women with low resources especially'can find it dif- 
ficult to understand and maintain their money mat- 
ters. 

"Some problems they run into are managing in- 
come, improving their credit rating, predatory 
lending and being advocates on how to speak out for 
themselves in a financial environment," Deere 
said. 

The YWCA Lake County helps women in these 
situations by providing financial programs that 
teach them how to be responsible for their own fi- 
nancial stability. 

One of these programs is called Financial 
" Literacy It is a four- week series that instructs low- 
income women on topics such as homeownership, 
credit building, maintenance and starting a busi- 
ness. 

Thecost of the program is $20 for the complete 
series. The first series offered this year wjll start in 
February and will be at the YWCA's Computer 
Training Center in Waukegan. But not only women 
can benefit from the financial series. 

"The classes are for anyone that needs these 
services, so everyone is welcomed," Deere said.

Public servant remembered

LIBERTYVILLE - The 
landscape of Lake Counby 
would be much, different 
today without the contribu- 
tions throughtout the decades 
from F.T. "Mike" Graham, his 
admirers said, 

Graham, the former Lake 
.County Board member and 
Libertyville Township 

Supervisor, died Dec. 29 at the 
Winchester House. Services 
for Graham, 80, were Jan. 3 at 
Burnett-Dane Funeral Home 
in Libertyville. 

Graham was most known 
■ for the creation of the 
Libertyville Township Open 
Space District. That district 
preserved 2,400 acres north of 
Libertyville with the aide of 
private land donations. The 
"district was created by the 
state legislature in 1985, with 
the urging of then legislator 
Grace Mary Stern . and 
Graham. 

"It is a sad day, for all the 



work he did for the Lake 
County Forest Preserve and 
all of Lake CoUnty," Lake 
County Board member Carol 
Calabresa said, "We mourn 
the passing of an open space 
advocate. He realized much 
earlier than most about the 
cost of development and re- 
lated services for schools, li- 
braries, and police and fire, 
[and] the taxpayers. It is eas- 
ier to buy open space than 
build houses." 

Graham also helped any ; 
one in tough time's, whether 
it be for the loss of a job or a 
divorce, Calabresa said, 

"He was the father of open 
space," Lake County Board 
Chairman Suzi Schmidt said. 
"He was also concerned 
about ground water and top 
soil. Without him, John Ridel, 
Norm Geary, John Balen, and 
Calabresa, the county would 
have a much different land- 
scape." 

Declining health forced 
Graham to retire from his 
role as supervisor in 2003, a 



post he had held from 1969 to 
1989 and 1997-2003. Current

Preparing people to lead extraordinary lives 
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"After a search warrant has-been 
served, or has been returned "not 
executed" to the court that issued it, 
does it matter whether the docu- 
ment is open to public inspection? 

Yes, Illinois Attorney General 
Lisa Madigan said recently in an of- 
ficial opinion. 

We have another question: Why 
is this even an issue? 

An attorney general's- opinion 
should not be needed to remind pub- ' 
lie officials that that's the way 
things work in a democracy. Or, at 
least, that's how they're supposed to 
work. 

John Schmidt, state's attorney 
for Sangamon County, had asked 
Madigan for an opinion on the mat- 
ter. The Illinois Supreme Court, it 
appears, has provided no guidance 
on how counties should file search 
warrants and their supporting doc- 
uments such as affidavits. As a re- 
sult, no uniformity exists in the way 
clerks of circuit courts throughout 
the state file warrants. 

On the openness issue, Madigan 
saw the case as a slam-dunk. 

First, the state's Code of 
Criminal Procedure requires courts 
to file any complaint for a search 
warrant, along with sworn state- 
ments and the warrant itself, once 
the warrant is returned to the court 
- whether successfully served or 
not. That filing is the responsibility 
of the court's clerk. 

Second, the procedural code re- 
quires that 'All records ... required 
by law to be kept by such clerks 
shall be deemed public records, ... 
and all persons shall have free ac- 
cess for inspection and examination 
to such records, ..." 

, Madigan's opinion notes that 
courts "have -long recognized the 



public's right to review judicial 
records, even in the absence of a 
specific statute such as [the Code of 
Criminal Procedure]." 

But, it seems, some court clerks 
have taken it upon themselves to 
seal the warrants, along with the 
supporting- information, with no 
legal authority to do so. 

Madigan acknowledges the right 
to inspect is not absolute. Courts 
still may order some records to re- 
main sealed, although strong justifi- 
cation for doing so should be of- 
fered. 

Only through public inspection 
of such information can we ensure 
that the courts are doing their jobs 
properly 

The Fourth Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution requires a' show- 
ing of probable cause to justify the 
issuance of a search warrant, That' 
is intended to protect Americans' 
constitutional right against unrea- 
sonable search and seizure of pri- 
vate property by the government. 

To their credit, State's Attorney 
Schmidt and Sangamon Circuit 
Clerk Tony Libri reported they in- 
tended to comply with Madigan's 
opinion, even though it doesn't 
carry the weight of law. 

Judges who are in the habit of 
routinely sealing such warrants 
also should cease the practice. Such, 
institutional secrecy is inconsistent 
with a free society 
. Our democracy demands a trans- 
parency that requires a presump- 
tion of openness in all actions of 
the government, absent a com-' 
pelling reason otherwise. 

We hope all Illinois counties 
adopt such a policy friendly to pub- 
lic access of government informa- 
tion.

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Talented actors can't keep script of 'The 
Bucket List' from kicking the bucket

One mark of a bad script is when dia- 
logue sounds like actors delivering lines 
and not engaging in conversation. 

■ When actors as great as Jack 
Nicholson and Morgan Freeman can't , 
make dialogue sound natural, you know 
the script is subpar, 

Yet, fo r some reason', N ic hoi son , 
Freeman and director Rob Reiner didn't 
recognize "The Bucket List" as a stin- 
kerop script. 

The script is credited to Justin 
Zackham, and while it isn't surprising to 
learn this is his first produced script, it is 
surprising to learn the slight, artificial 
scenario was produced at all. 

Screenwriters seldom deserve the 
blame for the final script - directors, 
stars and studio executives often mangle 
their work -but Zackham also gets credit 
as executive producer, which suggests 
unusual clout for a newcomer. 

"Bucket List" is supposed to be an in- 
spirational story about cancer patients 
facing death, as well as a funny buddy 
comedy/road movie. 

"Bucket List" is neither inspiring nor 
funny, but it fails more as a comedy 

You'll always get a modicum of inspi- 
ration out of Freeman intoning such phi- 
losophy as "You measure yourself by the 
people who measure themselves by you" 
- but only because Freeman says it. From 
anyone'else, it would sound like, convo- 
luted twaddle. 

In fact, Freeman should start turning 
down films narrated by his character. 
Ever since "The Shawshank 
Redemption," the most perfectly nar- 
rated film ever, too many filmmakers 
have taken advantage of Freeman's per- 
suasive voice. 

Freeman's character, Carter 
Chambers, is' a garage mechanic sharing 
a hospital room with Nicholson's charac- 
ter, billionaire Edward Cole. The script's 
earliest expository convulsions explain 
why a billionaire would be sharing a hos- 
pital room with a garage mechanic. 

Carter and Edward are cancer- ward 
patients who learn on the same day that 
they have six months to live. Carter pulls 
out his bucket list - the things he hopes

to accomplish before he kicks the bucket 
- and Edward persuades him they should 
run away and fulfill every expensive item 
on the list. 

That is why Zackham had to make one 
of the characters a billionaire, 
' . The quest becomes a world tour, with 
Carter and Edward visiting the pyramids 
in Egypt, the Taj Mahal, the Great Wall of 
China, etc. But it's painfully obvious, 
Nicholson and Freeman never left 
Hollywood. 

While their body doubles (seen only 
from the back) were filming in India and 
Africa, Nicholson and Freeman shot 
their close-ups or medium shots in studio 
sets that barely match the real locale. 



Carter's greatest desire is to see 
Mount Everest, (the script implies they 
intend to climb it) but for some reason, 
the mountain's name is never uttered. 
Characters generally refer to it as "that 
magnificent mountain." 

The saddest thing about "Bucket List" 
is its lack of personality, It resembles a 
studio quickie from the 1930s that could 
-have been directed by anyone. 

"Bucket List" wants to be a life-affirm ! 
ing tearjerker, but its sentiment is syn- 
thetic. Little of the dialogue rings true. 

The characters are mouthing an ,„ 
agenda: "I am saying this line because 
the filmmakers need to fill in my back 
story." "I am saying this line because the 
filmmakers are setting up a plot point." 
"I am saying this line because the film- 
makers want to stress the central theme." 

Rarely does a character speak for the 
right reason: "I am saying this line be- 
cause it is what I would say" But if that 
were the case in "The Bucket List," the 
characters would repeat, "None of this 
makes any sense, does it?"

Touring Second City troupe offers 
a mixed bag in Arlington Heights

■ 'Old-timers still fondly re- 
call when Second City, now in 
its 48th year as the premiere 
place, for comedy, operated a 
full-time venue in Rolling 
Meadows. 

That venture eventually 
ran its course, but, occasion- 
ally, Metropolis Performing 
Arts Centre picks up the 
slack by hosting a touring 
^ Second City troupe, as with 
"One Nation Under Blog," 
which is in Arlington Heights 
for a short run. 

It's a noble effort, but not 
quite the same as having a 
dedicated company doing 
original revues. 

The current production of- 
fers its share of laughs, but 
the young cast often struggles 
with improvisation and lacks 
the depth of its more sea- 
soned brethren. 

"One Nation" draws heav- 
ily on recycled skits from pre- 
vious mainstage productions, 
so chances are anyone who is 
a regular at Second City's 
home base in Chicago has en- 
countered the material al- - ' 
ready - and more memorably. 

Familiar sketches include 
a bizarre Art Institute audio 
tour by one of the museum's 
attendants, an attempt by a ■ - 
fiimsily-disguised Hillary 
Clinton to hire someone to 
make her main political rival 
go away and a trio of Iraqi 
women playing a game that 
reveals more about their 
pent-up feelings than they 
care to admit. 

Especially enjoyable was 
the satiric riff on "The 
Putnam County Spelling Bee" 
and the wacky scene in a dol- 
lar store staffed by now-pow- 
erless Greek gods. 

One sketch that stands out 
involves an unsuspecting 
man at a restaurant who is 
abruptly drawn into the com- 
pany of a young woman who 
passes him off as her fiance 
to her friends.

But others are de- 
lightful such as the strictly 
visual deer-hvthe-headlights 
bit and the two couples who 
look for common ground 
after discovering they have 
developed dissimilar views 
on politics, religion and 
lifestyle.
